TERROR VICTIMS

SADDLERS fans and com¬ 
munities throughout Walsall 
have been paying tribute this 
week to the family devastat¬ 
ed by the Tunisia beach mas¬ 
sacre. 

It follows a stream of mourners 
who have turned out to lay flowers, 
shirts, scarves and messages outside 
Banks’s Stadium after three Walsall 
supporters from the same family 
were murdered. 

Devoted Saddlers fans Joel Richards, his 
uncle Adrian Evans and grandfather Patrick 
Evans, were killed when a gunman opened fire 
on sunbathers in the resort of Sousse. School¬ 
boy Owen Richards, Joel’s brother, was the 
only survivor of the family trip. 

A shrine has been set up outside the stadium 
and heartbroken friends and colleagues have 
been having their say about the victims, after 
they were named among around 30 Britons 
believed to have been slaughtered by Kalash- 
nikov-wielding student Seifeddine Rezgui, last 
Friday. 

A national one minute’s silence will be 
taking place tomorrow, Friday, at midday, to 
commemorate all the victims, as announced by 
Prime Minister David Cameron. 

Distraught 

Sandwell council worker Mr Evans and his 
father, 78-year-old Patrick, and 19-year-old 
football referee Joel, both of Wednesbury, 
were among the 38 people murdered in the 
horror attack. Among those paying tribute 
were school friends of Joel who attended the 
University of Worcester. Ross Adomo, aged 19, 
from Great Barr, said: “He was such a nice, 
bright lad. He always had a smile on his face, 
he never had a bad word to say about anyone.” 

James McMulkin, 16, from Great Barr, is 
one of Owen’s best friends and went to the 
same school, Stuart Bathurst Catholic High 
School in Wednesbury. 

“It is a massive shock for everyone. We were 
good friends, a few of us have been friends 
since we were young. I have spoken to him, he 
has sent me texts, he’s back in the country. 
Obviously he’s completely distraught. We are 
praying this doesn’t change him as a person 
because he is a lovely lad.” 

Family friend Helen Probert, who runs a 
beauty salon in Wednesbury, posted a pho¬ 
tograph on Facebook of Adrian, Patrick and 
Joel, taken as they jetted off on their holiday. 
She said: “It’s absolutely heart-breaking. They 
were very close, they did so much together. 

“Joel was one of the most kindest, beautiful 
souls I have met. His mother Suzy is absolutely 
devastated to have lost him as well as her fa¬ 
ther and brother. Her whole world has fallen 
apart,” said Miss Probert, who has known the 
family for many years. 


At Sandwell Council where Mr Evans, aged 
49, who lived in Bilston, had worked since 1983 
a book of condolence has been made available 
for staff to sign. Assistant chief executive Mel¬ 
anie Dudley said: “The whole organisation is in 
mourning. The mood is very sombre.” 

University student Joel, aged 19, from 
Wednesbury, was a keen sportsman, playing 
Gaelic football and also being a referee. 

He attended Stuart Bathurst in Wednesbury 
until it came to A-Levels. Headteacher Jeremy 
Harris was among those who paid tribute to 
Joel and his relatives at the stadium. He said: 
“He was a highly intelligent young man. He 
was a very able sportsman, he excelled in the 
classroom and the sports field. He was the kind 
of student everyone respected. He was really 
well-mannered and would help anybody. The 
fact he was head boy was fitting to what people 


felt about him.” He added they would now be 
offering support to his brother Owen - who had 
just done his GCSE’s and is getting ready for 
the next stage in his life - as well as the rest of 
the family. 

The 16 year-old is believed to have been 
grazed by a gunshot wound, but then comforted 
the injured despite witnessing the deaths of his 
relatives. 

Mr Harris said: “I would imagine he is find¬ 
ing it very difficult to consider the future and 
what he is going to do at the moment. 

Joel qualified as a football referee in Septem¬ 
ber 2011, at just 16. The next year he became 
chairman of the Birmingham County FA Youth 
Council. Chief Executive, Chad Ehlertsen com¬ 
mented: “No job was too small for Joel and he 
was always looking to support the development 
of others and create opportunities for others to 


get involved in the game. Everyone who knew 
Joel knows his infectious smile, if he smiled, 
you smiled. He was an extremely talented ref¬ 
eree and incredible young leader with the world 
at his feet.” 

Dozens of football shirts have been placed 
on the ground by the main reception to the 
Banks’s Stadium, with several asking the ques¬ 
tion ‘Why’.David Brookes attended Walsall FC 
games with Sandwell Council worker Adrian 
and the rest of his family. They had been 
friends for more than 20 years and Adrian, 
who he knew as ‘Ade’, would regularly organise 
trips abroad for friends. One included going to 
Prague and then onto the World Cup in Ger¬ 
many. The 47-year-old of Hawkswell Drive, Wil¬ 
lenhall, hailed the family. He said: “They were 
just brilliant.”

Workers evacuated 
after fire breaks out 

MORE than 20 staff were evacuated at a 
recycling firm in Willenhall after a compac¬ 
tor containing around six tons of paper 
caught fire. Fire crews from Willenhall and 
Bilston were called to the blaze in a yard at 
DS Smith Recycling, East Acre, at around 
1.45pm on Monday. 

Watch commander Chris Hill, from Wil¬ 
lenhall fire station, said: “The machine 
shreds paper and compacts it into large 
bales. The fire was inside the compactor. 

“We used the on site-machinery to 
empty it out. There was a large amount of 
it on fire - around 15 to 20 per cent. We are 
still investigating the cause of the fire.”

Hundreds of cartons of orange juice 
were handed out to schoolchildren in 
Walsall to mark Chabeel Week in the 
Sikh community. 

Volunteers from national charity, 
Sikh Relief, visited King Charles Pri¬ 
mary School, in Wilkes Avenue, Bentley, 
to explain about the week and what it 
means. 

Chabeel is a Punjabi word referring to 
a sweet, cool non-alcoholic drink. 

During this week, Sikhs will get to¬ 
gether in their local communities and 


hand out cold drinks to passers-by to re¬ 
member the sacrifice of their fifth Guru, 
Arjan Dev ji. 

June is one of the hottest months in 
India, and Sikhs all over the country are 
seen distributing free chabeel drinks as 
an act of service. 

Drinks are served to all, irrespective 
of their religious background. 

Serving of chabeel also represents the 
idea of Chardi Kala - eternal optimism, 
in the Sikh community. Four volunteers 
visited the school in Walsall on Monday 


to hand out around 370 drinks. Jess 
Kaur, of Willenhall, was among them. 
The 43-year-old, who has been volun¬ 
teering for more than two years, said: 
“We explained to pupils what it was all 
about. 

“One of our volunteers gave a talk and 
they saw a YouTube video. 

“This is the first time something like 
this has ever been done through our 
charity. 

“The pupils were so happy. They re¬ 
ally listened and some asked questions.” 


Singer's despair as Elvis 
gear leaves the building

AN Elvis impersonator is all 
shook up after his van with 
£10,000 worth of costumes 
and wigs inside was stolen 
from outside his Black Coun¬ 
try home. 

Andy James was forced to can¬ 
cel a charity gig in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton at the last minute but he has 
vowed to honour a gig in Brierley 
Hill at the weekend. 

The costumes were all tailor made 
for him in Las Vegas by the firm who 
made the real Elvis Presley’s stage 
jumpsuits, each one knocking him 
back a cool £2,500. 

The opportunist thieves also made 
off with all his lighting and sound 
equipment, although left a £1,000 gui¬ 
tar by the side of the road. 

Semi-retired businessman Andy is 
kicking himself over the loss of his 
performance gear as he left the keys 
in the van’s ignition so the insurance 
company will not pay out. The total 
loss comes to £35,000. 

Registration 

The theft, on Monday last week, 
happened as he and sound engineer 
Chris Hayward were packing the 
white Citroen Relay to go to London 
where 50-year-old Andy was due to 
play at a 1,000-seater venue that 
night. 

He said: “It was crammed with all 
my stuff and just as we were about to 
leave, Chris popped back to my fiat to 
use the loo. I went with him to let him 
in and returned just two minutes later 
to find the van gone. 

“My immediate reaction was that 
I’d parked it somewhere else but when 
I looked down and saw the skid marks 
from where they’d driven off, it hit me 
what had happened. I felt sick.” 

Instinctively Andy jumped into his 
own car to give chase but had no idea 
where the thieves had gone. Worse 
still, when he phoned the police from 
his car, he realised he did not know 
the registration number of the van be¬ 
cause he had not had it for long. 

“I was devastated. Around 70 to 80 
per cent of my work is for charity, I 
certainly don’t do it for the money. 
The first thing I had to do was make 


the call to the London gig and obvi¬ 
ously they didn’t take it too well. 

“I was able to give the police the 
van details when I got home but by 
then the thieves were well away.” 

The Elvis fanatic, from Rosehill, 
Willenhall, found one of his guitars 
in the car park outside his fiat. 

He said: “I can only guess that 
they initially just went for the guitar 
- one of my neighbours saw a black 
guy wearing a baseball cap with the 
guitar walking across the car park - 
but his mate must have spotted the 
keys still in the ignition and called 
him back. 

“Everyone I know thinks what’s 
happened is disgraceful but there’s 


no one to blame but myself.” Andy 
has been a fan of The King since 
1977 when he was moved by the 
enormous nostalgia surrounding the 
star’s death. 

He started a tribute act 15 years 
ago, focusing on Elvis’s early 1970s 
hits. Among the stolen items were 
four new high-collared jump suits. 
“I’d not even had a chance to try 
them on,” he said. Also gone was 
£10,000 of gig lighting. 

His Elvis work is a far cry from 
his former life as boss of the mobile 
pooch pampering business Dial A 
Dog Wash which he initially started 
in the Walsall area before launching 
into the franchise market. He said: 


“The tribute act is just a hobby be¬ 
cause I’m such a massive Elvis fan 
but it’s not just one man and his 
speaker. I’ve got all the gear and I 
get a great buzz out of doing it.” 

Andy refuses to be beaten by his 
misfortune and was in Liverpool and 
Leicester since the theft, trying out 
new stage equipment. He has also 
ordered new wigs from America over 
the internet. 

He is hoping to keep his promise 
to perform at the re-opening of The 
Raven pub in Wood Lane, Brierley 
Hill. “They’re rushing the hair over 
from America, and with a bit of luck 
I should have everything in time,” he 
said. 


Family tell 
of panic on 
the beach as 
gun is fired 

A FAMILY from Walsall ran for their 
lives from the beach in Tunisia close to 
where gunman Seifeddine Rezgui mur¬ 
dered holidaymakers. 

Ian Thompson and his son Ryan re¬ 
lived the horror of hearing gunshots as 
they swam in the sea and ordered drinks 
from a snack bar. Nine members of the 
family were on holiday in Sousse, includ¬ 
ing Ian’s two daughters, sons in law and 
grandsons. 

They were five days into the trip and 
were staying just three hotels along the 
beach from where the attack which left 
38 dead took place. 

Ian, aged 55, of Tantarra Street, Wal¬ 
sall, had been swimming in the sea just 
10 minutes before Rezgui’s reign of ter¬ 
ror began. He was walking back up to his 
Abou Sofiane hotel with wife Michelle 
when the shooting started. 

Son Ryan was at the snack bar when 
the first sounds of gunshots filled the air. 

The 18-year-old swimming instruc¬ 
tor said: “I heard a popping noise but 
I convinced myself it wasn’t anything 
major. I thought maybe it was a speed¬ 
boat but then I saw there weren’t any 
boats. No-one knew what was going on.” 

Ian said: “People were hocking off the 
beach in a panic. Within half and hour 
we learned people had been shot. There 
were body bags on the beach. It’s dev¬ 
astating. I feel so sorry for everyone, 
not just the Walsall fans.” Ian and Ryan 
landed back in the UK on Sunday. 

work scheme 
is threatened 

A PROGRAMME that helps disadvan¬ 
taged youngsters in the West Midlands 
step onto the career ladder may have to 
be axed due to a lack of funding. 

The City Builders scheme has given 
access to the property industry to more 
than 150 students from across the re¬ 
gion. The Birmingham-based academy 
has hosted students from schools includ¬ 
ing Walsall Academy and Pool Hayes, 
Willenhall. 

The project has been operating suc¬ 
cessfully for three years. 

The first and the one under most 
threat is the popular week long Acad¬ 
emy, which costs around £6,000 to run. 

Benefits changes 
advice is on offer 

RESIDENTS are being advised of avail¬ 
able support during changes to the ben¬ 
efits system. A number of benefits are 
being phased out and replaced by a new 
one called Universal Credit. 

It is now being rolled out for single 
people making a new claim, who would 
otherwise have been eligible to claim 
Jobseekers Allowance. Residents in 
Walsall are now being advised of council 
support for anyone who needs further 
advice. The ‘money home job team’ at 
the council is developing a universal 
credit web pageon the council website 
giving claimants information.

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Teenager is 
killed while 
attempting 
truck stunt 

A TEENAGER died after he was elec¬ 
trocuted and set alight while climbing 
over a metal grid at a railway depot in 
Walsall, an inquest heard. 

Ashley Matthews suffered 75 to 80 
per cent burns after touching a cable 
with his foot at the Bescot depot on 
Thursday June 18. 

An inquest, which opened last week 
at Smethwick Council House, heard 
the 19-year-old had been with a group 
of friends near Bescot Stadium. 

Senior coroner’s investigator, Bon¬ 
ita Poole, said: “He was climbing over 
a metal grid, trying to drop into one of 
the coal trucks at the depot. 

“He touched a cable with his foot 
which gave him an electric shock. It 
set him on fire. He dropped on top of 
one of the coal trucks where he was 
found shortly afterwards.” 

Mr Matthews, of Leveson Street, 
Willenhall, was taken to Birming¬ 
ham’s Queen Elizabeth Hospital 
where he died in the early hours of 
the following morning. 

Mrs Poole said he had suffered 
75-80 percent burns to the surface of 
his body and gave a provisional cause 
of death as ‘extensive full thickness 
burns incompatible with life’. 

Coroner Zafar Siddique adjourned 
the inquest at Sandwell Coroners 
Court until July 23. British Transport 
Police has launched an investigation 
although the circumstances are not 
believed to be suspicious. 

Open garden

Quinn, of Fishley Close, Bloxwich 
thanked everybody who was involved 
in the event, which raised £712.

Fire crews from Walsall and West 
Bromwich attended the blaze between 
the M6 and Junction 1 for West Brom¬ 
wich on the M5 southbound at around 
1.50pm last Wednesday. The driver, 
who was towing a caravan, noticed 
smoke coming from his vehicle but 
managed to pull onto the hard shoul¬ 
der before it burst into flames.

A LEADING Brownhills brewer can 
blow its own trumpet after producing 
a limited edition ale for a Midlands 
jazz and blues festival. 

Billie’s Brew has been produced 
by Backyard Brewhouse. It has been 
named in honour of singer Billie Hol¬ 
iday, who would have been aged 100 
this year. 

The brewers were approached to 
create the drink as part of the annual 
Birmingham Jazz and Blues Festival 
being held next month. 

Around 600 bottles of the smooth 
premier ale, which is 5.5 per cent alco¬ 


hol content, have been made and will 
be available during the event at places 
across the city from July 3 to 12. 

Backyard Brewhouse, which is 
based at the Gatehouse Trading Es¬ 
tate, were asked to come up with a 
tipple by Le Monde restaurant in 
Brindley Place. Most of the bottles, 
which are priced at £3, will be avail¬ 
able at the restaurant. 

The company already has more 
than 35 ales amongst its portfolio. 

Managing director at Backyard, 
Austen Morgan, said the smooth ale 
would fit in with jazz and blues theme 


and coincide with the celebration 
of Holiday’s life. He said: “We were 
approached. They came up with the 
name and we came up with the beer 
and the artwork for it. 

“We are really happy with it. The 
first delivery went into Le Monde’s on 
Thursday of last week. 

“It is nice to feel people out there 
are thinking about us when they come 
up with these ideas.” 

The brewers have been trading 
from Brownhills for seven years and 
have built up a strong reputation in 
the region.

Attractions on the day include 
stalls, a car boot, keep-fit sessions, 
entertainment, dog show and funfair. 

End of life care 
workers start 

TWO dedicated support workers have 
been appointed in a Black Country to 
improve and provide end of life care 
for people with dementia. 

They will assist carers at homes in 
Walsall and are part of a year-long 
project between Pathways for Life, a 
partnership between Accord and Age 
UK, along with St Giles Hospice. The 
year-long project is being funded by 
NHS Walsall Clinical Commissioning 
Group and Walsall Council. 

Police combat drinkers 

ROWDY street drinkers have been 
causing a nuisance in Caldmore, 
prompting complaints to police. Con¬ 
cern has been raised in the Caldmore 
Green area and Palfrey neighbour¬ 
hood police team are to work with 
other organisations to find a long¬ 
term solution. 


Teacher gets life ban for 
sexual message to pupil 


A TEACHER who sent a sexual mes¬ 
sage over social media to a pupil 
has been banned from classrooms 
for life. 

Ian Jones admitted ‘unacceptable pro¬ 
fessional conduct’ following a string of 
allegations while working at Grace Acad¬ 
emy in Darlaston. 

The 40-year-old accepted he sent a pupil a 
message on Facebook saying ‘I wanted to f*** 
you silly’ to a professional conduct panel. 

He also admitted posting messages on social 
media to her using the terms ‘tosser’ and ‘big 
bum’. He accepted his actions were ‘inappropri¬ 
ate’, but denied they were ‘sexually motivated’. 

However, the panel found his conduct was 
‘sexually motivated’. 

Bosses at the academy said he had worked 
there for five years between 2009 and 2014, 
without incident, and was assistant principal 
within the academy leadership team. 

Following a professional conduct panel by 
the National College of Teaching Leadership 
where Mr Jones admitted a number of the al¬ 
legations against him, it was recommended he 
be banned from the classroom for eight years. 

Departure 

But the recommendation was over-ruled by 
Alan Meyrick, deputy director of the NCTL, 
who imposed a lifetime ban. 

Mr Meyrick said: “Mr Jones is guilty of a 
serious departure from the personal and pro¬ 
fessional elements of the teachers’ standards, 
abuse of his position of trust and a violation 
of the rights of pupils. In addition his actions 
were sexually motivated.” 

The ban was imposed on behalf of Education 
Secretary Nicky Morgan. The findings of the 
panel, which heard the case in Coventry, said 
Mr Jones also talked to the girl about his mar¬ 
ital difficulties and his sex life. 

Carl Salt, principal of Grace Academy Dar¬ 
laston, said the school had an excellent reputa¬ 
tion for the safeguarding of students. 

He added: “In the case of Ian Jones, we took 
immediate action to safeguard our students by 
removing him from teaching and conducting 
our own comprehensive inquiry by the trust. 

“As required, we also notified the Disclosure 
and Barring Service and worked with external 
bodies including the NCTL and the local au¬ 
thority designated officer.” 

Mr Jones has the right to appeal.

Road South, which has been reopened after two years 


A BUSY Black Country road 
has reopened as the first 
stage of a major improve¬ 
ment project is completed. 

The northbound section 
of Bentley Road South from 
the entrance to European 
Metal Recycling (EMR) and 
Marshlands Way rounda¬ 
bout re-opened on Sunday 
at 5pm after two years. 

It followed work being car¬ 
ried out on a new rail bridge 
along Bentley Road South as 
part of the £26 million road 
improvement scheme. 

But it comes as a new 
six month road closure will 
begin at the southern end 
of the road from Willenhall 
Road junction to the en¬ 
trance of Holland Industrial. 

Pedestrian access will 
largely be maintained 
along Bentley Road South 
throughout the project, al¬ 
though a diversion route 
to the canal tow path may 
be required at times of the 
work. 

A new railway bridge 
forms part of the overall 
revamp of the highways net¬ 
work in the area. 

Councillor Adrian An¬ 
drew, portfolio holder for 
economy, infrastructure 
and development said: 
“This is the completion of a 
first major phase of this vital 
road investment on Bentley 
Road South.” 

Other work as part of the 
scheme includes the wid¬ 
ening of Bentley Mill Way, 
which will remain closed 
until later this year. There 
will also be new traffic lights 
near to the James Bridge 
aqueduct.

Stores deny selling 
alcohol to patients

OFF licences near Walsall 
Manor Hospital have in¬ 
sisted they would not sell 
alcohol to patients after it 
was claimed that people in 
hospital gowns were being 
served and then returning 
to wards drunk. 

A meeting of Walsall’s Health 
and Wellbeing Board was told 
last week that patients - some 
with drips attached - had man¬ 
aged to buy booze while being 
treated at the hospital. 

But shops nearby have insisted 
they are not responsible and would 
act more responsibly than that. 

Sunny Singh, manager of The 
Local in Alumwell Road, said: “We 
would never serve patients who 
came in with their gowns on. It is 
common sense if someone is in their 
gown they are in hospital and in 
there for a reason. The last thing 
you want to do is cause further 
health concerns.” 

Harbehajan Singh Thandi, who 
runs Manor Wine at the junction 
of Pleck Road, added: “They have 
come in with a drip in their hand 
but I don’t serve them, I turn them 
away.” 

The Nisha store in Pleck Road has 
put a notice on the front of its door 
and in the shop saying it will not 
serve patients. 

It states: “Nisha Convenience 
Store fully support health care in 
Walsall so may refuse to serve al¬ 
cohol to people receiving treatment 
from Walsall Manor Hospital.” 

Action is now being taken to crack 
down on any shops who sell alcohol 
to inpatients from Walsall Manor 
in a bid to tackle the borough’s 
drink-related problems. 

Trading standards have also been 
informed with officers now speaking 
to shop workers about restricting 
sales. 

Shock statistics revealed more 
than 43,000 residents in Walsall 
have been classed as binge drinkers, 
while the number of men suffering 
booze-related deaths rose by 10 per 
cent over six years. 


IT was not the usual dance session 
at a Black Country academy, which 
hosted a very special meeting to 
raise money for charity. 

Superman, Mario and Luigi and 
a fair few princesses were among 
youngsters who danced in fancy 
dress at the Starmakers Dance Acad¬ 
emy in Great Barr on Friday.

for around an hour, with siblings 
and even parents also getting in on 
the act. 

It was inspired by Macmillan Can¬ 
cer’s Dress up and Dance campaign 
and parents were asked to donate 
£2.50 for each child that took part. 

Dance teacher Donna Leach lead 
the dressed-up dancers through 
various routines during the fun- 
filled session, in which, naturally, 


a few party favourites blared from 
the speakers at the Tanhouse Com¬ 
munity Centre in Hamstead Road, 
where the academy is based. 

She said: “It was a party-style 
event and we did have a couple of 
parents who did it as well.” 

The fancy dress dance is thought 
to have raised more than £200 for 
Macmillan and Donna, aged 29, said 
she would be happy to host it again 
at some point in the future. 


Temporary 
staff bill is 
up £100k 
for month 

THE cost of temporary workers at 
Walsall Manor Hospital increased by 
more than £100,000 in a month, lat¬ 
est figures have revealed. 

A total of £1.636 million was spent 
by Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust in 
May, an increase of £121,000 on the 
month before, a report has shown. 

The trust has been trying to crack¬ 
down on the level of expenditure on 
bank, locum and agency workers. It 
spent almost £20m in the last finan¬ 
cial year and is now recruiting more 
than 80 permanent nurses. 

Figures to the trust board show 
bank costs increased by £90,000 to 
£573,000 in May and the locum bill 
went up by £63,000 to £397,000. 

Although the agency costs reduced 
by £32,000 to £666,000 in the month¬ 
long period. A reason for the rise has 
been put down to medical staffing. 

It comes as the use of temporary 
workers had been brought down by 
£212,000 between March and April. 

The trust spent almost £20m on 
temporary workers in 2014/15 as it 
struggled to control expenditure due 
to rising demand from patients. 

It is hoped the level of expenditure 
on such workers will be cut through 
recruiting permanent nurses. The 
£3.5m investment has already been 
approved to ensure the Manor Hospi¬ 
tal has enough ward staff. 

It had been hoped to see nurses re¬ 
cruited from Ireland in an attempt to 
get new people in quicker. However, 
chiefs recently revealed there has 
been a more positive response from 
agencies in Greece, Italy and Spain. 

EDL assurances 
sought by NIP 

A WALSALL MP has written to the 
Government, police and council chiefs 
to seek reassurances after the English 
Defence League announced a planned 
demonstration on August 15. 

Valerie Vaz, MP for Walsall South, 
has written to the Home Secretary, 
West Midlands police and crime com¬ 
missioner, the commander of the 
Walsall police and the council’s chief 
executive to voice her concerns and 
ask what powers will be used to pre¬ 
vent a breach of the peace. 

She added: “I do not want the EDL 
to come to Walsall. The last EDL 
demonstration in Walsall on Septem¬ 
ber 29, 2012 ended in violence. 

“The EDL is not welcome in Wal¬ 
sall. They should not bring their divi¬ 
sive views to Walsall and should stay 
away.” 

Caravans move in 
on estate land 

TRAVELLERS have settled on land 
in Goscote - as the borough faces 
a surge in illegal camps. Council of¬ 
ficers visited the site in Goscote Lodge 
Crescent last week after two caravans 
and vehicles settled on the site. The 
land is on the former Goscote estate.

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£l.5m hope 
to cut down 
on hospital 
bed issues 

A TOTAL of £1.5million will be spent 
at Walsall Manor Hospital to reduce 
bed-blocking so hundreds of extra el¬ 
derly patients can be treated. 

Extra staff will be recruited and 
hours extended to allow more than 
400 elderly and frail patients to be 
seen at the hospital each month. 

Bosses at the Manor have drawn up 
the plans which mean more patients 
who turn up at A&E can be seen 
faster and then sent home to be cared 
for there. 

Health chiefs say treating people at 
home means they can maintain their 
independence. Improved technology 
will also be introduced including 50 
laptops and tablets allowing staff to 
access information quicker and easier 
so they can record patient consulta¬ 
tions in their own home. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust 
chief executive Richard Kirby said: 
“The best thing for the patient is to 
get a team of specialists to look after 
that person, to assess them very early 
and make a decision about what the 
best way to look after them is.” 

He added by reducing the need to 
stay in hospital, it meant patients 
were able to maintain their independ¬ 
ence at home. 

The extended service will provide 
capacity for around 22 patients a day, 
compared to seven now. The equiv¬ 
alent of 650 people rather than just 
over 200. The new system will see pa¬ 
tients arriving at Walsall Manor A&E, 
getting screened and then referred to 
the Frail and Elderly People Patient 
(FEP) service.

West Midlands Police was forced 
to apply for £5.3m of funding from 
the Home Office to cover compensa¬ 
tion claims following the 2011 riots 
in Wolverhampton, Birmingham and 
West Bromwich. 

The MP for Dudley South follows 


Wolverhampton’s Rob Marris, who 
is proposing allowing terminally ill 
people to end their lives with medical 
assistance. 

Aldridge-Brownhills MP Wendy 
Morton is also proposing a ‘private 
member’s bill’ that will allow Great 
Ormond Street Hospital to keep the 
royalties from JM Barrie’s Peter Pan 
stories. The three made it onto the list 
after a ballot of MPs with Mr Marris 
at the top and therefore given the 
most time in the Commons to debate 
his proposed law. 

Mrs Morton’s bill will help Great 


Ormond Street Hospital continue to 
receive the royalties bequeathed by 
JM Barrie from his Peter Pan stories. 
It has become a new charity inde¬ 
pendent of the Department of Health 
which means it requires an Act of 
Parliament to change the name on 
the bequest. 

Mrs Morton said: “From the evi¬ 
dence provided by the Government’s 
recent consultation into NHS char¬ 
ities I believe the changes I propose 
will give greater freedom to these 
charities to attract additional funds 
than at present.”

Quarter of schools in 
'inadequate' rating 


A QUARTER of schools and acad¬ 
emies in Walsall have been rated 
inadequate or require improvement 
by education watchdogs, a new re¬ 
port has showed. 

Out of the 120 nursery, primary and 
secondary schools in the borough, 32 
were given the ratings in their latest Of- 
sted inspections. 

The figures come from a scrutiny of educa¬ 
tion performance and is a year after a separate 
report by Ofsted which rated the council inef¬ 
fective at supporting schools. 

In response to the latest report, education 
chiefs at Walsall Council have set an action 
plan to drive up standards and have insisted 
significant improvements have been made. 

According to the scrutiny report, eight of 
Walsall’s schools are currently placed under 
special measures with three being removed 
from the order from October last year. 

The report shows that four of Walsall’s eight 
secondary academies have been rated inade¬ 
quate by Ofsted including West Walsall E-Act 
Academy, The Mirus Academy, Ormiston Shel- 
fied Academy and the Black Country Univer¬ 
sity Technical College, which is set to close 
later this summer. 

Improvement 

However, the report does reflect the good 
work done in all of the borough’s eight nurs¬ 
ery schools with them all being rated as out¬ 
standing. Councillor Peter Smith, who is the 
chairman of the Education and Children’s Ser¬ 
vices Overview and Scrutiny Committee, said: 
“There are 64,000 young people in Walsall and 
a big percentage of them are going to an inad¬ 
equate school or one which requires improve¬ 
ment. This is concerning. 

“And what these figures also show is exactly 
the opposite of the message being portrayed to 
the public that turning primary schools into 
academies will improve performance levels. 

“These figures show that four of the second¬ 
ary schools which turned into academies in 
Walsall are currently inadequate.” 

An action plan drawn up by council chiefs 
includes working on a number of key priorities 
to help the borough’s education performance 
rise up again. To help improve performance of 
schools, Walsall Council has formed a new edu¬ 
cation challenge board which consists of coun¬ 
cillors, headteachers, governors and officers 
from children’s services.

AS night follows day, when the DVLA 
suddenly announced it was going to 
scrap paper driving licences, it was inevi¬ 
table the computers were going to crash. 
Our government agencies don’t lead the 
world in many areas, but when it comes 
to developing duff computer systems, 
they truly are in a league of their own. 

But there is another, slightly disturbing 
aspect. 

To get a security code which will en¬ 
able, say, hire car companies to check 
your driving licence, you need to enter 
not just your driving licence number, but 
your National Insurance number as well. 

Just when did this data become the 
property of the DVLA? 

For the past 25 years or so govern¬ 
ments of all colours have been slavering 
at the idea of introducing some form of 
ID card. But the plans have always been 
stymied by public resistance to anything 
so authoritarian. 

Now, anyone who drives a car must 
apply for a photo card, which has to be 
updated every 10 years, and that for 
some unexplained reason is tied to your 
National Insurance file. 

Don’t be surprised if, some time dur¬ 
ing the next 10 years, the powers-that- 
be introduce something called a ‘smart 
licence’, perhaps on a voluntary basis to 
begin with. 

It will no doubt contain a microchip, 
which will progressively be updated in the 
years that follow, and before you know it, 
the ID card has come in by the back door. 
Smart ID cards, of course.

GOING in for what is fashionably 
known as ‘rebranding’, Wolverhampton 
City Council has decided it no longer 
wants to be known as Wolverhampton 
City Council, but the City of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton. That should improve public services 
no end. 

The council says it won’t cost the tax¬ 
payer a penny. But aside from the fact I 
can no longer hear the word ‘branding’ 
without thinking of the awful driving in¬ 
structor in the Vistaprint ads, why does 
any council need to worry about that sort 
of thing? It’s not as if people can take 
their custom elsewhere, and defect to a 
council with a more forward-thinking, go- 
ahead logo. Whatever the emblem, we 
are stuck with the council we have got. 

What is really wrong, though, is the way 
that the council has commandeered the 
identity of the city itself. Wolverhampton 
council is not the same as the City of Wol¬ 
verhampton. The city can trace its roots 
back 1,030 years, to the days of Lady 
Wulfruna, and is viewed with great pride 
and affection by most of its inhabitants. 

Wolverhampton council, in its present 
form, dates back to 1974, and is a public 
sector body responsible for maintaining 
the street lights and emptying the bins. 
Not the same at all.

Shocking scale of 


grooming revealed 


PETE MADELEY looks at how 
child sexual exploitation is 
being addressed in the light of 
the latest police reports 

THE shocking scale of trafficking 
and grooming gangs across the 
West Midlands has been revealed 
in a series of police reports. 

Official documents dating back to 2009 
show West Midlands Police was not fully 
aware of the extent of the region’s high 
level of vulnerable youngsters and how 
to deal with the problem. 

One report says that although the majority 
of suspects were from an Asian background, 
police were concerned about the dangers of ra¬ 
cial stereotyping when dealing with incidents 
of abuse. Another details the lack of trust be¬ 
tween police and social workers. Reports also 
show how children living at home were tar¬ 
geted with more frequency than those in care. 

Escalating 

It has also emerged that the force’s failure 
to cope with the rising problem was so acute, 
the identities of many of those engaged in the 
abuse was either not known or outdated. 

Police difficulties in dealing with the wide¬ 
spread and escalating scale of the abuse has 
not been made public until now. 

In Sandwell in 2010, two vulnerable young 
women were noted as being ‘at high risk’ of 
sexual exploitation. Police believe they were 
being groomed - or were already being sexu¬ 
ally exploited - at the time of the report. 

Two other young women were identified as 
being at high risk in Dudley, along with six 
girls in Walsall during the same period. 

Officers in Wolverhampton, where two 
groups of young women had been identified, 
said alcohol, drugs and acts of physical vio¬ 
lence were ‘key leverages’ used by offenders to 
groom victims into prostitution. The reports 
also reveal the largest proportion of victims, at 
44 per cent, did not reside in children’s homes 
and lived with their parents or other family

members. “The force has very limited insight 
into the threat, and the intelligence profile re¬ 
lated to children who are not in care is non-ex¬ 
istent,” a document said. 

“The current situation poses significant 
challenges for West Midlands Police in pro¬ 
tecting children.” Victims were also said to 
frequently abscond from their family homes, 
leading to calls for the force to improve the 
way it deals with such situations. The most 
common offenders were said to be Pakistani 
males aged between 16 and 26, and the major¬ 
ity of the victims were white. 

But the report showed senior officers had 
warned of the dangers of racial stereotyping 
amid claims of a ‘widespread problem of Brit¬ 
ish Pakistani men exploiting under-age white 
girls’. Police said ‘convenience and accessibil¬ 
ity’ may be the prime drivers for those looking 
for victims, rather than race. 


But another report, entitled Internal 
Human Trafficking For Sexual Exploitation 
Within the West Midlands, revealed that of 
139 female victims, 78 per cent were white. A 
‘significant proportion’ of the suspects were 
said to be of Muslim background. 

The report also raised concerns about ‘in¬ 
adequate identification and management of 
threat to life issue facing victims’. 

The oldest document dates from October 
2009 and highlights a lack of trust between 
police and social workers said to be prevalent 
at the time. “For a number of years children in 
care, or residing in children’s homes have re¬ 
peatedly run away,” it states. “Unfortunately 
they are often perceived to be streetwise and 
police officers consider them to be a nuisance 
and permanent drain on resources. 

“Children’s services, home managers and 
social workers are frustrated by what they per¬ 


ceive to be a lack of interest and action from 
police officers. Officers are equally frustrated 
by their perception the workers are not pro¬ 
tecting the children and let them run away.” 

The report adds children in care who reg¬ 
ularly go missing ‘receive very little police 
attention’, despite police intelligence show¬ 
ing young girls were being groomed by older 
men who were often involved in drug traffick¬ 
ing and other criminality.“The safe and well 
check is mostly carried out by uniformed re¬ 
sponse officers and is often in an atmosphere 
of conflict, the girl not wanting to speak and 
the officer under pressure to move onto next 
incident. There is a need for a more formalised 
corporate approach.” 

In response, West Midlands Police says the 
force has undergone ‘a significant cultural 
change’ in how it investigates and tackles child 
sexual exploitation (CSE). 

Assistant Chief Constable Carl Foulkes said: 
“These reports, spanning six years, give a real 
insight into the journey we have undertaken 
along with our partners into investigating and 
tackling child sexual exploitation. It is now 
very clear that the responsibility of tackling 
CSE lies with every police officer, staff mem¬ 
ber, PCSO and special constable. 

“The force has carried out extensive work to 
train officers across the force in how to iden¬ 
tify and deal with CSE so we can gain as much 
intelligence as possible and thereby improving 
the outcomes for victims. 

“We continue to take great steps and as a 
result of our efforts and without doubt the cov¬ 
erage within local and national media, we are 
seeing more victims coming forward, knowing 
we will take their allegations seriously and 
treat them sensitively and respectfully. Tack¬ 
ling child sexual exploitation is at the heart 
of everything we do, working closely with our 
local authorities across the area and the re¬ 
spective Children’s Safeguarding Boards.” 

West Midlands Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner David Jamieson said ‘serious issues’ re¬ 
mained that police and partner agencies were 
working on together to tackle. 

“I believe that a more consistent approach 
of joint working would help,” he said. “We 
need a concerted effort and a joined-up ap¬ 
proach to tackle child sexual exploitation in 
the West Midlands.”

THE picture of the Vulcan Bomber pub¬ 
lished in the Express & Star recently, is an 
illustration of one of Aesop’s Fables ‘The 
Tortoise and the Hare’, a race in which the 
tortoise out-runs the hare. 

During the 1960s at air shows around the 
country, the commentator would announce 
the arrival of the RAF Heavy Bomber the 
Avro Vulcan. It would come across to the 
centre of the airfield, then climb vertically in 
a crescendo of noise and smoke, followed by 
rolls and very tight turns; wonderful stuff. 
Due to the tremendous effort by volun¬ 


teers, the one we see today was kept flying, 
helped by a generous financial contribution 
by our own Sir Jack Hayward. I worked on 
Vulcans in the early 1960s at 35 Squadron 
Coningsby in Lincolnshire. A lesser-known 
fact about the Vulcan is that it has five jet 
engines, one called the ‘Airborne Auxiliary 
Power Plant’. To those of us on the ground 
it was referred to as ‘A’ squared ‘P’ squared. 
We were told that the engine was originally 
developed as a Rover car engine.

AN ARTWORK exhibition paying 
tribute to animals caught up in the 
horrors of the First World War opened 
at a museum in Walsall. 

The works which went on display 
from Sunday onwards at the Leather 
Museum have been created by pupils 
from schools including Mirus Acad¬ 
emy in Walsall.

hills. Winners of the art initiative 
were Martyna Sliwinska and Harrison 
Sanders, both of, Mirus Academy, Wal¬ 
sall; Brandon Challinor, of Woodville 
Junior School, Derby; and Emily Crad¬ 
dock, West Park School, also in Derby. 

Around one million horses served 
with the British and Commonwealth 
forces during the Great War, but less 
than 60,000 were transported to Brit¬ 
ain at the end of the war after pulling 
guns, rations, and munitions to the 
front often in appalling conditions.

for Defender milestone

IT’S the Great British Brake 
Off! Star baker Lara Clarke 
really rose to the challenge 
to make this remarkable half¬ 
sized Land Rover cake to 
celebrate the two millionth 
Defender coming off the pro¬ 
duction line. 

Weighing an incredible 600kg 
(13221bs), and using 50kg (llOlbs) 
of butter cream, 50kg of fondant 
icing, and 20kg (441bs) of choco¬ 
late glazing, the creation is Lara’s 
biggest to

When staff 
gathered at 
Jaguar Land 
Rovers’ Soli¬ 
hull plant, to 
celebrate the 
milestone of the 
iconic 4x4, they 
were greeted 
by the giant va¬ 
nilla sponge. 

It took Miss 
Clarke, aged 
29, 150 hours 
to make and fed 
2,000 employees at the factory. 

Miss Clarke, who lives in Brown- 
hills, has previously hit the headlines 
for her life-size Jennifer Lawrence and 
Johnny Depp cakes. 

She said: “I had a phone call from 
JLR in Solihull saying they had a big 
event to celebrate the two millionth 
Defender that they had people from all 
over world coming to celebrate. 

“They asked if I could make a cake. 

“Initially they thought it would be 
small but when I suggested I could 
make one half the size, they were 
stunned. 

“A real Land Rover Defender meas¬ 
ures about four metres long and this 
one is two metres. 


“The only reason I did not offer to 
make a full-size one was because my 
house would not be big enough.” 

There were 50 hours of planning 
and 50 hours of making the frame 
to support the cake before she even 
started baking. 

Also, all the work had to be com¬ 
pleted within a few days because it all 
had to be edible. 

Adored 

She said: “This is the biggest cake I 
have ever done. The cakes I have en¬ 
tered into the competitions are ones 
that are not going to be eaten so I can 
relax. This one I adored doing.” 

Miss Clarke still makes cakes as a 
hobby in her spare time from her day 


job as a website chat assistant. She 
also revealed how fraught she was 
when transporting the cake from Wal¬ 
sall to Solihull. 

She said: “I was so worried. We had 
it in the back of a van and but a sign on 
the back door that told other drivers 
we were travelling at 20mph because 
we were carrying a giant Land Rover 
cake. 

“When we got there everything was 
fine but everyone was like ‘wow’. 

“But then it was a case of how are 
we going to get it out? We had to use a 
JLR forklift truck and they stored it in 
a cool area alongside cars.” 

It is 67 years since the first Land 
Rover Station Wagon came down the 
production line. 
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“Our company is owned and run by local tradesmen 
meaning the work is carried out properly and on time. 
We strive to keep our prices as low as possible in order to

Residents hitout over dust 
and flies problem near tip 


AN illegal tip is operating in 
Aldridge, prompting complaints 
from residents that they are being 
plagued by dust and flies. 

Bosses at Walsall Council say no plan¬ 
ning permission was given to Aldridge 
Aggregates and Recycling to open on a 
commercial site off Middlemore Lane. 

The owners of the site have now been 
warned by the council and the Environment 
Agency that enforcement action will be taken 
if work continues. 

A local resident, who did not want to be 
named, said he first saw lots of pallets being 
put on the site, called Aldridge Aggregates & 
Recycling, about four to five months ago. He 
added: “Over the last couple of weeks we have 
been noticing flies in the house. It is awful, 
there is noise pollution. It stinks on there.” 

Action is also being threatened against firms 
who continue to take their waste to the site. 

Simon Neilson, Walsall Council’s executive 
director for economy and environment, said: 
“Walsall Council is aware that an aggregate 
and timber recycling facility has started op¬ 


erating on a commercial site off Middlemore 
Lane, Aldridge. 

“This site presently does not have planning 
permission for this form of activity, as a re¬ 
sult of which, planning officers formally raised 
this with the site operator at the end of May 
- requiring operations to cease within 28 days 
subject to a successful planning application 
being submitted.” 

He said a company representing the oper¬ 
ator claimed a planning application would be 
submitted before the end of the month. 

Mr Neilson added: “When received we will 
undertake consultation with residents and 
local business. The Environment Agency has 
notified the operator that a permit is required 
or activities should cease. In conjunction with 
this, the council’s pollution control service 
is currently dealing with several complaints 
relating to the site that include emissions of 
noise and dust. If operations continue and 
matters are not satisfactory addressed, the 
council will consider more formal action.” 

Area environment manager Mark Smith 
added: “We are aware of the illegal waste site 
operating on Middlemore Lane, Aldridge.”

M6 misery to 
continue with 
further works 


DRIVERS face months more dis¬ 
ruption as roadworks on the M6 
have been extended until this au¬ 
tumn. 

Work is taking place as part of 
the smart motorway upgrade be¬ 
tween Junction 10A at Essington to 
13 at Stafford. Once completed, the 
scheme will see motorists allowed 
to use the hard shoulder in a bid to 
ease traffic. 

The project was due to be com¬ 
pleted this spring, but it has now 
emerged that additional works have 
been added to the scheme which will 
not be competed until the autumn. 

A Highways England spokes¬ 
person, said: “We began work on 
the M6 J10a-13 smart motorway 
scheme in October 2013 to ease 
congestion and improve journey re¬ 
liability. 

“Good progress has been made 
and the scheme end date has been 
extended to Autumn 2015 as we are 
now delivering a significant amount 
of additional work, such as resurfac¬ 
ing the whole section. 

“By combining this work now, we 
are utilising existing traffic man¬ 
agement and reducing the need for 
maintenance closures in the future, 
thereby minimising disruption 
while delivering improved benefits.”

Jhoots HQ completion nears 


A MEMORIAL bench to a 
long-serving captain has 
been stolen from a bowls 
club in Walsall, leaving mem¬ 
bers devastated. 

The bench, in memory of former 
bowls player and committee mem¬ 
ber Leonard Dyal, was taken from 
Pelsall Community Association 
Bowling Club, Station Road. 

Mr Dyal and his wife Peggy moved 
to Pelsall in 1962 and joined Pelsall 
Bowls Club in 1979. 

Mr Dyal was still a member when he 
died in August 2013 and Peggy, who 
donated the bench, is still a member 
now. Mrs Dyal received a call on Fri¬ 
day morning informing her that the 
bench had been stolen. She said: “It is 
despicable that anybody would do this, 
when I received the call it was very up¬ 
setting, I was devastated. 

Reminder 

“It had been well-planned I think. 
The green is concealed and you can’t 
see it from the main road. 

“My daughter and I thought it would 
be a good idea to have the bench. I 
thought it would be an appropriate 
reminder of him for whenever I went 
down there. I don’t think the bench 
will reappear in Pelsall now though.” 

The bench was installed in April and 
was bolted to a concrete base on the 
side of the club’s bowling green. 

Pelsall Bowls Club is now in its 50th 
anniversary year. Brian Lewis, club 
secretary, said: “Leonard was an out¬ 
standing player and a committee mem¬ 
ber at the club for 30 years. It was an 
expensive bench with a plaque on it. It 
is such a shocking thing to do.”

Film teacher brings 
magic of zoo to life 


A MULTIMEDIA exhibi¬ 
tion organised by a Wol¬ 
verhampton lecturer tells 
the story of Dudley Zoo 
and the restoration of its 
unique animal enclosures.

“I wanted to focus on the archi¬ 
tecture, because Berthold Lubetkin 
was quite an avant garde designer 
and his work is amazing.

“The film also looks at the re¬ 
lationship between humans and 
animals and emphasises the zoo’s 
atmosphere and its importance as 
a leisure and cultural attraction for 
local people. 

“It feels like an old film be¬ 
cause of the way it is shot and the 
old-fashioned architecture but the 
people are wearing modern clothes. 


“On one of the days I was shoot¬ 
ing, everyone who came to the zoo 
was wearing a onesie.” 

“The loss of history that occurs 
when we knock buildings down 
fascinates me and I think it is a 
great subject for a film maker to 
focus on. 

“The restoration of Lubetkin’s 
work means history is being pre¬ 
served in this instance. 

“It was great to get Lenny Henry 
to narrate the film too, it is nice 
that he has a bit of an accent and 
of course he knows all about Dud¬ 
ley and the zoo.” 

As well as the film, people can 
look at original design plans for 
Dudley Zoo, alongside artistic 
photographs of its enclosures and 
a fascinating 3D sculptural piece 
based around a revolving stuffed 
owl, which has been christened 
Minerva, in honour of a famous 
quote from philosopher Georg Wil¬ 
helm Fredrick Hegel.

Cutting the 
grass to be 
stepped up 
by council 


A FORTNIGHTLY grass-cutting service 
which was axed to help Walsall Council save 
£43,000 a year is to be reinstated after a bar¬ 
rage of complaints. 

Council chiefs say residents’ health and well-be¬ 
ing was more important than meeting budget cuts, 
after the Labour administration chopped down the 


service. 

Grass-cutting in Walsall 
had been drastically reduced 
from every two weeks to just 
once a year. 

Leading calls to bring 
back a full service, Council¬ 
lor Louise Harrison said: “In 
my 11 years as a councillor, 
I have never had so many 
complaints about one issue. 
For three weeks my phone 
has not stopped ringing. 

“It’s not just about saving 
money, it’s also about the 
well-being of our residents 
and their children. “Obesity 
is a problem and yet here 
we have children who can’t 
play football because they 
keep losing the ball in the 
long grass. They’re told off 
if they play on car parks. 

“It’s a problem for disa¬ 
bled people, too. They have 
been getting their wheel¬ 
chairs caught in the grass.” 

All 26 sites due to be left 
to pasture will now be mown 
every two weeks initially. A 


review will then take place 
into whether to continue the 
service to all or just some of 
the sites in the next finan¬ 
cial year. 

The £43,000 cost includes 
a grass-cutter’s salary, as 
well as vehicles and equip¬ 
ment. Re-introducing the 
service to 26 sites until the 
end of the growing season 
on September 30 using an 
agency will cost around 
£28,000. 

Opposing views were 
voiced by some residents 
who felt that a more natural 
appearance, featuring wild 
flowers and associated wild¬ 
life, was preferable. 

The council’s change of 
heart comes after a town 
hall vote earlier this month 
which saw the Conserva¬ 
tives take control, prom¬ 
ising to makes changes in 
budget spending.

PREMISES! 
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Stand to be built 
in club’s revamp 

A NEW stand is to be built as part of the 
revamp of an historic non-league football 
club’s new ground in Walsall. 

Darlaston Town (1874) took over the run¬ 
ning of Bentley Leisure Pavilion and is now 
carrying a range of improvements including 
railings around the perimeter of the main 
pitch and to the dressing rooms. 

But officials at the club, which was re¬ 
formed last year after the collapse of 141 
year-old Darlaston Town, are now planning 
a 50 seater supporter stand at a cost of up 
to £10,000. 

It is hoped to be in place at the West Mid¬ 
lands League club by next March, subject to 
planning permission and securing funding. 

Chairman Neil Chambers said: “We hope 
we can build a good quality football ground 
that will be an asset to the club and to the 
area.” Darlaston Town was originally based 
at the City Ground, in Waverley Road, until 
the club folded in 2013. 

It was reformed in August 2014. 


Delight for academy following 
'good' rating by inspectors 


STAFF at an academy in Walsall are celebrat¬ 
ing after an Ofsted inspection gave it an overall 
rating of ‘good’. 

Ormiston Shelfield Community Academy staff 
say they are ‘delighted’ by the rating which in¬ 
cluded achievement of pupils, quality of teach¬ 
ing, leadership and management, behaviour and 
safety of pupils and sixth form provision. 

Following a two-day visit in May, inspectors 
commented on the ‘positive and supportive cli¬ 
mate for learning’ throughout the academy and 
commended the ‘visionary’ leadership provided 
by the principal and senior vice principal, which 
has ‘transformed’ the academy. The report went 
on to describe the full leadership team as ‘brave, 
determined and successful in raising achieve¬ 
ment and improving teaching’. 


Report by Simon Stone 

The report noted that the academy is addi¬ 
tionally well supported at a high level: “The 
sponsor, Ormiston Academies Trust (OAT), 
its Progress and Interim Executive Boards and 
leaders at all levels are securing significant im¬ 
provements to students’ achievement and teach¬ 
ers’ performance.” 

Student comments also featured in the report, 
which quoted: “‘We respect others, even if they 
hold different views, have particular needs to 
help them or live differently to ourselves,’ stated 
one very mature and responsible Key Stage 4 
pupil.” Another student is quoted as saying: 
“This is a great school, the staff have turned my 
life around.” 


Principal Paula Ward said: “We are delighted 
with this report. The achievements of our stu¬ 
dents are incredibly important to us, and this 
has been reflected in the feedback we’ve re¬ 
ceived. Students are well cared for here, with 
excellent access to a variety of extra-curricular 
activities, and achievement is steadily rising. 

“We have very high expectations for students 
and staff and this report shows how wonderfully 
they have responded to this.” 

Professor Toby Salt, CEO of the academy’ 
sponsor, Ormiston Academies Trust added: “I 
am pleased Ofsted has recognised the leadership 
and support from OAT, and it has rightly high¬ 
lighted the strong leadership in place at Shelf¬ 
ield, which is having a very positive effect on the 
education it offers young people in Pelsall.” 


Bosses drop 
alarm fees 

CONTROVERSIAL charges for ‘lifeline’ 
community alarms for pensioners in Wal¬ 
sall have been officially scrapped - with 
council bosses promising to refund fees. 
The unpopular charge affecting more than 
2,000 people aged 80 and over will again be 
provided for free. 

The new Conservative-run administra¬ 
tion has pledged to backdate refunded fees 
to April 1 when the £150-a-year charge was 
introduced under the Labour-run authority 
earlier this year. 

As a result 600 people said they wished 
to withdraw from the service. Councillor 
Eddie Hughes, head of social care, said: “We 
need to keep people in their homes for as 
long as they are able - that’s where they 
feel most comfortable. But 600 were saying 
they’d rather take the risk than pay. If they 
were then to require other services, it could 
be more expensive and less appropriate.”

What's in a name 
over devolution? 



Andy Street, chairman of the Greater Birmingham and Solihull LEP 



JUST when we thought 
Greater Birmingham was 
deader than disco, it rears its 
head all over again. 

If the West Midlands cannot 
even agree on what to call itself, 
talk of devolution is pointless. 

To most people, the argument itself 
is the most mind numbingly dull and 
uninspiring of all. 

It is, at its most basic, a question of 
Whitehall relinquishing its iron grip 
over funding and powers and letting 
local communities make the decision. 

But it matters. It’s about how much 
we get compared with the emerging 
Northern Powerhouse and the ev¬ 
er-expanding south east. 

Once we’ve settled on a name we 
can get into all sorts of arguments over 
what those powers should be, whether 
or not the looming combined author¬ 
ity will replace or supercede any func¬ 
tions of local councils and lance the 
ever-present boil of a directly elected 
metro mayor. 

Billing 

Council leaders tried to do that with 
the dull as ditch water ‘does-what-it- 
says-on-the-tin’ name of West Mid¬ 
lands Combined Authority. 

No-one takes top billing and none 
of the cities involved - Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, Birmingham, Coventry and even, 
potentially, Lichfield - can claim they 
are being sidelined over someone else, 
while the metropolitan boroughs of 
Walsall, Sandwell, Dudley, Solihull 
and various other districts don’t feel 
hard-done-by either. 

The problem is businesses, who will 
have seats at the table, don’t seem 


to like it. It was no surprise to hear 
Andy Street, chairman of the Greater 
Birmingham and Solihull Local En¬ 
terprise Partnership say that Bir¬ 
mingham should be in the title. 

That LEP, by the way, proves that 
whatever anyone in the Black Coun¬ 
try thinks, the title of Greater Bir¬ 
mingham will not go away. But when 
it comes from businessman Mike 
Dell, who is leading the Black Coun¬ 
try Chamber of Commerce Devolution 
Group, alarm bells start to ring. 

He says: “The name ‘Birmingham’ 
is recognised on the world stage, West 
Midlands is not, and we do not want to 
be trying to explain where we are. It is 
important that we put aside parochial 
perspectives and work together.” But 
people don’t like it. Not around here 
anyway. 


For the Greater Brum LEP, busi¬ 
ness leaders can argue that what’s 
good for the city is good for the dis¬ 
tricts as many people work in one and 
live in the other. 

But that argument doesn’t wash in 
the Black Country. 

Mike Dell is absolutely right that 
people need to work together. 

What no-one can really answer is 
how much, exactly, is in it for each 
individual area. 

Nor can they really say what it will 
eventually turn into or who is going 
to run it. 

They can’t because they’re still 
defending their decision to not call it 
Greater Birmingham. 

And until we get past that, the devil 
will stay hidden amid the real detail 
no-one’s talking about.

Quality with lot of choice 



After opening earlier this year, 
Giorgios restaurant in Bridg- 
town, Cannock, is filling a gap 
- in more ways than one 

I’M on a seafood diet - I see food 
and I eat it. Or so the saying goes. 

That could be no more evident than 
during my recent visit to Giorgio’s Greek 
and Mediterranean restaurant in Can¬ 
nock. 

And, while the economy in Greece may not 
be in the best of shape, the same could not be 
said for Giorgio’s, the likes of which Cannock 
has been crying out for for a number of years. 

Situated in Bridge Street,Bridgtown, it is 
ideally placed, right next door to the landmark 
Ramada Hotel. Staff say hotel guests are reg¬ 
ular customers, while passing trade comes 
from motorists driving along the A5, and work 
parties from other nearby business estates are 
often seen on nights out there, as on our visit. 

But on particular busy nights, when diners 
may have to wait for a seat, there’s a twist - 
there’s a bar next door which also allows for 
private functions. 

Plentiful 

Catering for more than 120 diners, Giorgio’s 
has an open-plan kitchen, while the walls are 
tastefully decorated with a scene from a Greek 
island that could make one think they were 
actually there. There’s no smashing plates at 
the end, though. 

Yet the restaurant is still in its infancy, hav¬ 
ing only opened in the new year. 

Vinny Singh, a partner in the business, says 
patience is needed when trying to get a busi¬ 
ness off the ground, attracting the right clien¬ 
tele and finding the right ingredients. 

Patience was certainly needed when my 
partner and I dropped in. The helpings were 
so plentiful that a lot of time was required to 
finish them off. And even when it proved too 


much, six extra people can vouch for its excel¬ 
lence, having been treated to a mini-feast at 
the office the next day. 

In manager Dimitri Constaninedes, custom¬ 
ers could not wish for a more genial host. 

He is readily on hand to explain what is of¬ 
fered on the menu and what the dishes con¬ 
tain, although the menu itself does describe 
the fare, and vegetarian dishes are clearly 
marked. 

Sadly, there was no humus or taramasalata 


because of a ‘double dip’ recession. I joke, of 
course - there was tzatziki, too, served among 
our starters, which included many things I 
couldn’t even spell, never mind pronounce, 
After all, it’s all Greek to me. 

Prices start at £3.50 for the appetisers, 
which all come with pitta bread and olives. 
A bargain deal is the Greek/Cypriot special, a 
meze, which comprises a mix of starters and 
main for £16.95 for a minimum of two people. 

And, it’s fair too say, we tried our hand at 


most of what was on offer. Mains, including 
the traditional moussaka, are served with sa¬ 
voury potatoes, savoury rice and salad. 

The pick for me was the souviaka, the ten¬ 
der beef stifado the kleftiko - described as the 
restaurant’s signature dish - and the grilled 
halloumi cheese. Just the smell has the senses 
working overtime. 

Helping these to go down was the Greek 
beer Mythnos. After all, when in Rome ... or 
Athens. Or in this case Bridgtown. 


But that wasn’t all. Puddings were deliv¬ 
ered, and followed by the piece de resistance 
or whatever the Greek equivalent is - a glass of 
the fortified mavrodaphne wine, which simply 
hit the spot. 

All in all, a smashing time was had by all - 
without any broken crockery. 

Giorgio’s is open seven days a week, from 
6pm Monday to Saturday and 3pm on Sunday.

Insignia, is 
it back to 
the front? 

By James Parker 


Vauxhall’s Insignia is now the complete car it 
should always have been. 

With smarter looks, a classier cabin, hi-tech fea¬ 
tures and a more efficient engine range, the improved 
first generation version of Vauxhall’s Insignia has now 
enhanced its already impressive CV for success in 
the medium range Mondeo sector. More than ever, 
it’s a model you really can’t afford to overlook. 

Welcome to Britain’s best selling traditional family car. 
Yes, you heard that right. That title belongs not to the kind of 
family models that make the headlines - fashionable Cross¬ 
overs, practical People Carriers or slinky SUVs - but to this 
one, Vauxhall’s Insignia. 

Launched in 2008 as a more stylish replacement for the 
uninspiring Vectra, this model was instantly well received, 
carrying off the coveted 2009 Car of the Year title and rack¬ 
ing up impressive sales at the same time as other main¬ 
stream brands were struggling. 

This improved model has had a thorough chassis update 
tested on proper bumpy British roads, with a redesigned 
rear suspension system to improve ride comfort and a steer¬ 
ing calibration refreshment that’s brought a more direct feel 
through the corners. And both of those issues can be fur¬ 
ther improved if you tick the extra-cost box for the FlexRide 
adaptive damping system. 

Almost all Insignia buyers want a diesel and though the 
original version of Vauxhall’s 2.0 CDTi unit had many mer¬ 
its, refinement wasn’t one of them. In fact, it was one of 
the noisiest, rattliest diesels in its class. But isn’t now. You 
feel that primarily with this unit in its latest 170PS ‘Whisper 
diesel’ guise, but the older-tech 120 and 140PS ecoFLEX 
units are also an improvement on older Vauxhall oil burners. 
The 195PS 2.0 BiTurbo diesel continues on at the top of the 
range.In the petrol line-up, there’s also a cheap old-tech en¬ 
gine choice - the MOPS 1.8i unit - but again, more empha¬ 
sis is being put on the modern turbo powerplant offerings, 
the 140PS 1.4T, the 170PS 1.6 SIDI and the 250PS 2.0 SIDI. 
At the top of the range, a 325PS 2.0 V6 continues in the VXR 
SuperSports model. This VXR has 4WD but the only other 
model in the range that gets it is the Country Tourer estate 
version which, with its raised ride height, aims to offer an 
SUV alternative. 

Bodystyles 

Outside, there are detail improvements front and rear that 
aim to bring a wider and lower look to the hatch, saloon and 
Sports Tourer estate bodystyles that, as before, make up the 
range. And inside? Well it feels a great deal more up to date, 
with many of the previously scattered and confusing little 
buttons tidied up onto a (sadly optional) central 8-inch col¬ 
our touchscreen that deals with everything from navigation 
to audio selections, Bluetooth ‘phone functions to a series 
of Vauxhall-sourced apps. 

Out back, the hatch most choose offers a 530-litre boot 
- with 540-litres on offer in the Sports Tourer estate. 

In theory, Insignia pricing covers a very wide span - any¬ 
where between £17,000 and £33,000. In practice, almost all 
Insignia sales are concentrated in the £17,000 to £22,000 
bracket, with most of those going to business buyers who 
usually want one of the 2.0-litre CDTi diesel variants. Paying 
much more than that for this car takes it into the BMW 3 
Seriesdominated compact executive saloon bracket where 
mainstream makers usually struggle. Talking of saloons, 
there’s is a four-door Insignia saloon bodystyle as a no-cost 
option to the more familiar five-door hatch, but it comes with 
a much smaller range of trim and engine choices. 

For my test, I chose the Sports Tourer estate bodystyle, 
which is offered at a premium of around £1,500 over an 
equivalent hatch. Unlike the mainstream models of the other 
bodyshapes, this one can be had with 4WD but to get it, 
you have to stretch up to a top of the range Country Tourer 
version priced in the £25,000 to £30,000 bracket and aim¬ 
ing to snare RAV4 and Freelander folk who’d normally be 
looking at a compact SUV. The other key variant worthy of 
mention is the flagship VXR SuperSports model which has 
a potentially thirsty petrol V6 but offers more performance 
for a £30,000 budget thanyou’ll get almost anywhere else. 

Around 85 per cent of Insignia buyers go for a diesel - 
and you can see why. Both 120 and MOPS versions of the 
2.0 CDTi ecoFLEX model return 76.3mpg on the combined 
cycle and put out just 98g/km of C02, returns that at launch 
were comfortably class-leading. Go for the extra perfor¬ 
mance of the 2.0 CDTi 170PS variant and there’s not a huge 
price to pay at the pumps. This variant will deliver 65.7mpg 
on the combined cycle. 

Thinking of buying a petrol-powered Insignia? If you’re a 
lower mileage driver, perhaps the prospect might be worthy 
of a thought or two. The brand’s current generation of turbo 
petrol units all do better than you’d expect on the balance 
sheet: the MOPS 1.4T manages 54.3mpg and 123g/km, 
the 170PS 1.6 SIDI delivers 47.9mpg and 139g/km and the 
250PS 2.0 SIDI returns 39.2mpg and 169g/km. 

This car isn’t completely new - but it feels that way behind 
the wheel thanks to all the fresh cabin infotainment and the 
higher quality feel. Those that are tempted by the shinier 
prospects of newer rivals will, Vauxhall hopes, be brought 
back into the Insignia fold by class-leading running costs.

‘Hypermiling’ - going the extra 
mile to cut down your fuel bills 



Hypermiling is a controversial meth¬ 
od of saving fuel, but is there any¬ 
thing it can teach the average driver 
about cutting fuel bills? 

We all like to get something for nothing 
when it comes to our cars’ running costs, 
so anything that delivers more miles per 
gallon has to be welcome. Enthusiasts for 
an extreme form of fuel saving known as 
‘hypermiling’ use every trick in the book to 
slash their fuel bills, often making normal 
cars travel extraordinary distances on a tank 
of petrol. 

Some of the techniques used by hypermiling 
fans can be employed by normal drivers with little 
or no difference to their driving or journey times. 
Others, however, require much more caution as 
they could put you or other drivers at risk. As with 
all driving, you must be safe. 

• One of the first techniques used by hyper- 
milers is to keep an accurate record of their mile¬ 
age and fuel used. This lets them assess just how 
economically they are driving and where they 
might be able to save fuel. You can download fuel 
calculators to your computer or smartphone to 
help with this. 

• Another simple tip we can all use is to keep 
our cars properly serviced. A well-maintained car 
is up to 10% more efficient than one that has been 
allowed to fester in its old oil. 

• Reducing weight is free and gains perfor¬ 
mance and economy, so take out all of the clutter 
from your car. Those golf clubs that sit in there 
and are only used on Saturday morning? Remove 
them after your round of golf and enjoy better fuel 
consumption. 

• At low speeds, it makes more sense to open 
a window or sunroof to let in fresh air than run the 
air conditioning. However, once out of town, close 
the windows and use the air con if it’s hot, as it 
uses less of the engine’s power at higher speeds. 


• As you drive along, try to read the road more 
carefully to avoid the need to slow down or use 
the brakes so much. By easing off the throttle 
pedal, you are saving fuel and letting the engine 
gently slow the car, which also saves wear on the 
brakes. By not using the brakes so much and go¬ 
ing with the flow, you will be stationary for less 
time and that means using less energy to regain 
speed. 

• Some hypermilers ‘coast’ by taking the car 
out of gear on downhill stretches. However, this 
lessens the control you have over the car is not 
recommended. 

• Nor is it wise to get too close to the car or 
truck in front to try to benefit from the aerodynam¬ 


ic hole they punch in the air. While this might work 
for Formula One drivers when overtaking, it’s just 
too dangerous on the road and many hypermilers 
avoid this extreme technique too. 

• Lastly, try slowing down a little. The differ¬ 
ence between driving at 50mph and 60mph may 
only be lOmph, but your car uses around 20% 
more fuel to achieve the higher speed. 

Given the congested nature of many roads, 
driving at the lower speed will have no effect on 
your journey time. 

Put all of these simple techniques together and 
hypermiling fans reckon you can boost fuel econ¬ 
omy by up to 40%. Now that is a something worth 
having for nothing.

Bradshaw 
fit again and 
aiming for 
promotion 

STAR striker Tom Bradshaw in¬ 
sists his injury woes are behind 
him as he bids to fire Walsall into 
the Championship. 

The 22-year-old frontman de¬ 
lighted Saddlers fans this week by 
signing a contract extension that 
ties him to the Banks’s Stadium 
until June 2017. 

Bradshaw scored 20 goals in 
37 games for Dean Smith’s side 
last season despite missing large 
chunks of the campaign with nig¬ 
gling hamstring problems. 

But the Wales under-21 star be¬ 
lieves those troubles are now be¬ 
hind him after hitting the gym in 
the off season. 

‘T’ve done countless things over 
the summer that will hopefully 
pay dividends once the season 
starts,” Bradshaw said. 

“The hamstrings were an issue 
last season. But I was give an great 
routine by the coaching staff in 
terms of strengthening and mak¬ 
ing my hamstrings more flexible. 

“I’m also now wearing an insole 
in my shoe which helps to correct 
the unevenness in the length of my 
legs. 

“I’m a big believer in putting in 
hard work even in the summer pe¬ 
riod. If you do the work then, the 
pre-season shouldn’t be too much 
of shock and that’s the reason for 
these off-season schedules. 

“I know I have worked hard and 
I’m sure the rest of the lads have 
too.” 

With his future resolved, Brad¬ 
shaw is now targeting a promotion 
push for the 2015/16 campaign, be¬ 
lieving there is no reason why the 
Saddlers can’t finish inside the 
play-off zone. “There is so much 
potential for us to be attacking the 
play-offs,” he said. 

Trophy cost 
the Saddlers, 
says Purkiss 

WALSALL’S run to the Johnstone’s 
Paint Trophy final did affect their 
league form last season, former de¬ 
fender Ben Purkiss believes. 

The 31-year-old, one of four play¬ 
ers released by boss Dean Smith at 
the end of the campaign, signed a 
two-year deal with League One ri¬ 
vals Port Vale yesterday. 

And upon signing for The Valiants 
he admitted the cup run, while ex¬ 
citing, did hamper Walsall’s league 
form. 

“The cup run was fantastic but I 
do feel it took a bit away from our 
league form,” he said. 

“But to play at Wembley was bril¬ 
liant and the supporters were unbe¬ 
lievable.” 

Purkiss made 39 appearances 
for the Saddlers last year and also 
claimed the club’s Community 
Player of the Season award. 

But he was deemed surplus to 
requirements by Smith who also re¬ 
leased Mai Benning, Jake Heath and 
Ashley Grimes. 

Thorn and 
Johnson join 
the Baggies 

ALBION have appointed former 
Coventry boss Andy Thorn and 
ex-Liverpool and Tottenham tal¬ 
ent-spotter Mel Johnson as part of 
a scouting shake-up. 

The pair have helped the Baggies 
finalise their transfer shortlist for 
this summer. 

Thorn, who also had a brief spell 
as Kidderminster Harriers manager, 
has been given the task of monitor¬ 
ing targets in the north of England. 

And Johnson, who helped Totten¬ 
ham assess Gareth Bale before his 
move from Southampton, is looking 
after the south of the country. The 
duo are reporting to head of recruit¬ 
ment Mervyn Day and have already 
played key role in the Baggies’ sum¬ 
mer plans. 

They have effectively replaced 
Tony Spearing and Stuart White. 


Luke looks to make his own luck 


BLOXWICH’S Luke Paddock will be hoping to make 
his own luck from when he returns to the ring at 
Walsall Town Hall on Saturday night, writes Craig 
Birch. 

Had it not been for misfortune, the Midlands light 
welterweight champion would’ve had no luck at all 
so far in 2015. 

All year the unbeaten 23-year-old has been trying 
to defend the title he won last December, outpointing 
Josh McLaren convincingly away from home. 

First Paddock was due to put the belt up-for-grabs 
against Newark’s Fergus Taylor in March, only for 
his opponent to be ruled out on medical grounds by 
the British Boxing Board of Control. 


Then the board made Aston’s Chris Truman - who 
was due to meet Paddock for the vacant crown last 
year but pulled out injured - his mandatory chal¬ 
lenger. 

Truman cried off again with a shoulder problem so 
in came old amateur rival Andy Keates, from Leek, 
as a match for Wolverhampton Civic Hall on June 6. 

It looked as if Paddock was finally going to become 
a fighting champion which, if successful, would be 
half of the job done towards winning the strap out¬ 
right. 

But then he was laid low by a norovirus himself, 
so was forced to withdraw. He’s hoping his battle 
for the belt will now come at Walsall Football Club’s 


Banks’s Stadium this autumn. Keates - who won 
three to Paddock’s two in unpaid bouts between the 
pair - is a score to be settled, while Newark’s Adam 
Kettleborough and Brummie Marcus Ffrench are 
also in the frame. 

Paddock said: “It’s been frustrating for me, when 
all I want to do is fight, and I’d have already had the 
belt for my own if things had been different. 

“I was hoping to have defended the belt twice by 
now, I believe I am passing that level and want to be 
pushing towards the English and British titles.

Dan hopes to breeze 
in with his sixth win

BLOXWICH’S Daniel Breeze might 
not feel that much at home when he 
competes on his own turf on Satur¬ 
day night, writes Craig Birch. 

The teenage welterweight will be hoping 
to make it six of the best as a paid fighter, 
with his first appearance as a pro boxing on 
his home turf. 

The 19-year-old has reeled off five points wins 
since turning over last year, after winning three 
national titles as an amateur for Walsall Wood 
Boxing Club. 

Four of those victories have come in Birming¬ 
ham, with three on Tommy Owens’ shows in 
Aston Villa’s Holte Suite and his last bout on 
the televised Matchroom bill at the Barclaycard 
Arena. 

‘The Hurricane’ also featured on a joint Paul 
‘PJ’ Rowson-BoxNation card at Wolverhampton 
Civic Hall, the nearest he has come to a home 
fight. 

And the popular prospect, whose pro gym is 
under trainer and coach Jon Pegg in Birming¬ 
ham, is looking forward to bring his band of fans 
home. 

Support 

He said: “It’s only 10 minutes away from my 
house. 

“This one is for the people who support me, 
really, as they have been travelling over to Bir¬ 
mingham for the most part. 

“It might feel a little weird for me, actually, as 
I have got so used to boxing away, but I’m really 
looking forward to it. 

“I have actually competed at the Town Hall 
before, it must have been 10 years ago when I 
was kickboxing. I’d have only been nine or 10, 
at the time. 

“I’m expecting a good night, it’s my last fight 
until the autumn and I want to go out with a 
bang.” 

Breeze has been paired with York’s Dean Croft 
over four rounds, as the search for his first stop¬ 
page continues. 

He feels that the knockouts will come as he 
grows into being a pro, which he reckons is com¬ 
ing on all of the time in training. 

He said: “I’m a counter puncher but the oppo¬ 
nents I’ve had so far haven’t tried to attack me, 
which negates that. 

“I think the better the opponent, the more you 
will see from me. Until then, I’ve got to become 
more aggressive in the ring. 

“I need to trust in my fitness, too, and be a bit 


busier in most departments. If I can do that, you’ll see 
the results.” 

Fellow Bloxwich boxer Luke Paddock, the Midlands 
light welterweight champion, is also on the card as is 
Essington’s Ben Wilkes. 

Fellow light middle Craig Morris, from Ludlow in 
Shropshire, also features. Super middle Carl Dickens, 
from Redditch, will be looking to bounce back from his 
first pro defeat. 


Two debutants complete the card in big heavyweight 
Martin Gordon, from Dudley, and West Bromwich’s 
Jack Summers, who turns over at super feather. 

Infitting with Independance Day, there will be a 
range of American inspired food and drinks available 
on the night.

Ben called up to fight for country 


DARLASTON’S Benjamin Whittaker is going to 
Samoa after being selected to represent England 
at the Commonwealth Youth Games, writes Craig 
Birch. 

The 18-year-old, who represents Steve O’Ro¬ 
urke’s Wodensborough Boxing Club, has been given 
the nod to form part of a five-man team. 

England Boxing had to pick five of the best at the 
ages of 16 to 18, so whittled down their best pros¬ 
pects at each weight into a final line-up. 

Whittaker has won two national titles, going all 
of the way in the England Youth Championships 
this year and the National Ambition tournament 
of 2013. 

He made his England debut last year and cap¬ 
tained the Three Nations Youth team in just his 
second appearance, losing in the grand final. 

The teenage middleweight is considered the coun¬ 
try’s best for his age at 75kg and has already took 
part in 40 unpaid bouts, with just four defeats. 

His ultimate dream is to go to the Olympic Games 
and, as Rio 2016 is likely to come to soon, he’s tar¬ 
geting Tokyo in 2020 when he would be 23. 

That means there’s no chance of the fit and firing 
stylist turning pro for some time to come, as long

as he keeps progressing in the amateur code. The 
next step is the Commonwealth, which begins on 
September 5 with the England fighters first heading 
to New Zealand on August 26, for a training camp 
to acclimatise. 

In the meantime, he’s training three times a day 
out of uncle Joby Clayton’s Firewalker gym, at 
Wodensborough in the evenings and with his dad 
Tony Wilson at home. 

Jinx 

He said: “I didn’t want to jinx it by telling anyone 
but I thought, with all of the hard work that I had 
put in, I had to be a part of the squad. 

“I did worry slightly when I lost in the final of the 
Three Nations, but I beat the European champion 
(Scotland’s Willie Hutchinson) in the semis. 

“The lad in the final (fellow Englishman Zak 
Chelli) was one of my mates who I had beaten be¬ 
fore. To be honest, I switched off thinking it was 
going to be easy. I won’t be doing that again. 

“I’ve really started to get my name out there this

I think 
I would be at the perfect age when Tokyo comes 
around, but a lot of things have to happen before 
I get picked. 

“For a start, I need to go to the Commonwealth 
Youth Games and come back with that gold medal. 
I’m not going there just to see the sights.”

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The Chinese 
take away Ba 
for £11.3m 

ALBION have been forced to move on 
to other targets after Demba Ba signed 
a lucrative deal to play in the Chinese 
Super League. 

The Senegal international is reported 
to have signed a three-year contract 
worth £11.3m with Shanghai Shenhua 
in a deal thought to be a record for the 
league. 

The Baggies had been in talks with 
representatives of the 30-year-old Besik- 
tas striker right up until Saturday and 
were said to be shocked to see the for¬ 
mer Chelsea, West Ham and Newcastle 
player then opt to play in China. 

But it’s understood Ba has been 
persuaded by the riches on offer after 
agreeing a contract worth an estimated 
£130,000-a-week with a much lower tax 
rate on offer in the Far East. 

The wages more than double what Al¬ 
bion were prepared to offer. 

The Ba fee would eclipse the previous 
CSL record of £10.6m paid in January 
by champions Guangzhou Evergrande 
for Ricardo Goulart. 

Ba, who underwent a medical yes¬ 
terday, made the switch to China from 
Turkey, where he scored 27 goals in 44 
games last season. 

Ba joins a big-name cast list of strikers 
to have played for Shanghai, following 
Ivory Coast veteran Drogba - Ba’s for¬ 
mer team-mate at Stamford Bridge - and 
ex-Albion and Chelsea striker Nicolas 
Anelka. 

Meanwhile, reports linking Albion 
with a £4m move for Middlesbrough 
left back George Friend are wide of the 
mark, according to sources at the club. 

The Baggies have an interest in the 
27-year-old one-time Wolves defender, 
who was linked with Crystal Palace last 
summer when Albion boss Tony Pulis 
was in charge at Selhurst Park. 

Skipper Delph has 
get out clause in 
his deal with Villa 

VILLA could lose skipper and player of 
the year Fabian Delph for a knockdown 
price this summer. 

Reports suggest Delph, who signed a 
new four-and-a-half year deal at Villa 
Park midway through last season, had a 
release fee clause inserted into the deal.

It is understood the clause relates only 
to clubs who are involved in European 
competition and that would include both 
City and Liverpool, who have both been 
admirers of the tough-tackling 25-year- 
old. 

Meanwhile, Villa have been linked 
with Tottenham’s young defender Milos 
Veljkovic. 

Boss Tim Sherwood is believed to be 
interested in a loan deal for him. 


Smith looking for up to five more 


WALSALL boss Dean Smith has confirmed he is 
looking to sign four - possibly five - players in the 
summer transfer window. 

The Saddlers are one of only a handful of teams 
in League One yet to add to their ranks over the 
close season, despite Smith revealing last week he 
is close to bringing in a goalkeeper and a forward. 

It means Tom Bradshaw signing a contract ex¬ 
tension has been the only piece of news Walsall 
fans have been able to celebrate so far. But Smith 
is pleased things are quieter now compared with 
this time last year. 

“We only need four our five signings so we’re 
busy, but it’s been a bit more relaxing than last
